Macadamizing roads 
with stone rubble has been the 
usual method of improvement, but

trans­ 
formed into oneof the most beautiful 
and w« 11-kept burying grounds In 
this section of the state, and to see 
it Inspires one with the hope th at 
the citizens of Bryan will encourage 
their noble work In every way possi­ 
ble. 
There are many 
handsome 
monuments within its confines, that 
mark the last resting place of those 
summoned from the busy walks of 
life, and those polished marble and 
granite 
memorials reflect 
credit I 
upon the loving thoughtfulness and 
taste of those who placed them there 
Among the m any works of art from 
mallet and chisel, are the m onu­ 
ments and statues by J. W. Gooch A 
Co. of Waco. They are notable for de­ 
sign and the fine quality of marble 
aud granite of which they are made 
as well as for their perfect lettering 
and ornamentation. Tiie first visited 
was a massive double scroll granite 
; monument six feet in height, two 
feet thick and four feet wide, appro 
priately carved. The next was also 
of granite, and like the first, rests 
upon two large base stones. 
This 
[one is six feet four 
inches high, 
eighteen incites square, and is highly 
polished and 
elaborately 
carved 
A nother double granite was next 
seen. In this one upon twq base 
stones rests a granite die three feet 
and four inches wide by sixteen 
inches thick, surmouuted by a heavy 
[ cap stone. Tiie carving is in bar 
m< ny witn the design and includes a 
] beautiful 
Masonic 
emblem. 
We 
were next shown an exquisite de 
sign in Italian marble, a statue of a 
j little girl with delicately chiseled 
features, flowing hair and clinging 
garments,—an almost life-like repre 
M utation. The next was a family 
m onum ent of marble, seven feet, four 
inches high, covered with graceful 
d ra p e ry and surmounted by a book 
jand urn. 
A Woodmen of the World 
emblem was a part ot the elaborate 
carving. 
In the same inclosure, sur 
i rounded by marble coping, w’as i 
' three foot marble m onum ent repre­ 
senting a pile of stones upon which 
rests a scroll with lilies, ferns and 
geranium leaves. 
Another sim ilar 
| cradle design stands near in a neigh­ 
boring coping inclosure, with the 
; pile of stones, scroll and leaves, and 
with an added beauty—the figure of 
an angel child pointing to the graven 
name. Two others were seen, the 
first a massive granite with a Ma­ 
sonic emblem, and the last a shaft of 
glistening marble, twelve feet high. 
Each of these designs is a work of 
rare skill and elegance of finish, and 
they add much to the beauty of the 
Bryan cemetery.

Bryan cemetery has 
been 
trans­ 
formed into one of tile most beautiful 
and well-kept burying grounds in 
this section of the state, and to se** 
it inspires one with the hope that 
the citizens of Bryan w ill encourage 
their noble work In every way possi­ 
ble. 
There are m any 
handsome 
monuments within its confines, that 
mark the last resting place of those 
summoned from the busy walks of 
life, and those polished marble and 
granite 
memorials 
reflect 
credit 
upon the loving thoughtfulness and 
taste of those Who placed them there. 
Among the m any works of art from 
m allet and chisel, are the monu­ 
ments and statues by J . W . Gooch A 
Co* of W aco, They are notable for de­ 
sign and the fine quality of marble 
aud granite of which they are made, 
as well as for their perfect lettering 
and ornamentation. The first visited 
was a massive double scroll granite 
monument six feet la height, two 
feet thick and four feet wide, appro­ 
priately carved. 
The next was also 
of granite, and like the first, rests 
upon two large base stones. 
This 
one is six feet four 
inches high, 
eighteen Fiches square, and is highly 
polished and 
elaborately 
carved. 
Another double granite was next 
seen. 
In this one upon two base 
stones rests a granite die three feet 
and four inches wide by 
sixteen 
inches thick, surmounted by a heavy 
cap gtoue. 
The carving is in liar- 
m< ny witn the design and includes a 
beautiful 
Masonic 
emblem. 
W’e 
w> re next shown an exquisite de­ 
sign In Italian marble, a statue of a 
little girl with delicately chiseled 
features, flowing hair and clinging 
garments,—an almost life-like repre­ 
sentation. 
The next was a fam ily 
monument of marble, seven feet, four 
inches high, covered with graceful 
drapery and surmounted by a book 
and urn. 
A Woodmen of the W o rld 
emblem was a part ct the elaborate 
carving. 
In the same inclosure, sur­ 
rounded by marble coping, was a 
1 three foot marble monument repre­ 
senting a pile of stones upon which 
rests a gcrolJ with lilies, ferns and 
geranium leaves. 
Another sim ilar 
I cradle design stands near in a ueigh- 
lioring coping inclosure, w'itii the 
pile of stones, scroll and leaves, and 
with an added beauty—the figure of 
an angel child pointing to the graven 
name. 
Two others w’ere seen, the 
first a massive granite with a M a ­ 
sonic emblem, and the last a shaft of 
glistening marble, twelve feet high. 
Each of these designs is a work of 
rare skill aud elegance of finish, and 
they add much to the beauty of the 
Bryan cem etery.
